Parole Asked 
For Leopold: 
DA Frowns 


SPRINGFIELD, I[Ill—(?)—Two 
university staff members yester- 
day asked the Illinois Pardon 
Board to free Nathan Leopold, 
1924 thrill slayer, so he could use 
his “brilliant mind” in research. 

But John S. Boyle. State’s at- 
torney of Cook County, said the: 
44-year-old slayer of Bobbie 
Franks should not be given a cut 
in his 99-year prison sentence. 
Boyle said: 

Society owes him nothing. The 
fact that he is brilliant—well, 
he’s lucky.” 

The Pardon Board took no ac- 
tion yesterday. It will interview 
Leopold April 22 at Statesville 
Prison. 

Special hearings were ordered 
for Leopold and 44 other pris- 
oners because they voluntarily 
submitted to wartime malaria ex- 
periments at the prison. 

Miss Helen Williams, of the 
University of Iowa, Iowa City. 
and Prof. W. F. Byron, of North- 
western University, Evanston, IIl., 
said they think Leupold would be 
a “safe risk” in society. Both 
have corresponded with him in 
his studies. 

Leopold and Richard Loeb were 
sentenced in 1924 for kidnaping 
and murdering the 14-year-old 
Franks boy. His body, the head 
crushed, was found in a culvert 
on Chicago’s South Side. Loeb’ 
was killed in a 1936 fight with 


another prisoner at Statesville, 
Leopold o would 
be eligible for parole until 1957.

Tornadic winds ripped 
through Georgia last night, 
leaving in their wake death, 
injury and uncounted de- 
struction. 


Early today, at least four 
persons were known dead, 30 
others injured, many of them 
seriously, and property dam- 
age was tentatively set at 


fe rhore than $100,000. 


Hardest hit by the twisters that: 
ripped through five towns in the 
west-central portion of the State 
were Manchester and Zebulon. 
Griffin and Bethany Community, 
near McDonough, also were hard 
hit. According to Red Cross re- 
ports, Concord also suffered from 
wind damage. 


Meanwhile, a small-scale tor- 
nado cut a swath through Walker 
County near the Tennessee bor- 
der, causing damage to several 
houses and disrupting electricity 
and telephone service. 

A Negro railroad worker was 
killed in Manchester when a rail- 
road freight car, behind which he 
sought refuge from tornadic winds, 
toppled over, crushing him. He 
was identified as Oliver Griggs.

WASHINGTON—(/4)—President 
Truman sent the Atlantic Treaty 
to the Senate yesterday for ratifi- 


cation—calling it a long step “on 
the road to peace.” 
Mr. Truman dispatched the pact 


Secretary of the Army Royall 
blasted the present armed services 
unification law as too weak and a 
cause of “serious alarm” in event 
of war. He urged the Senate

The meas- 
ure now goes to a joint conference 
to settle differences. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE — The 
House then began debating a $16,- 
000,000,000 appropriations bill to 
operate the nation’s defense estab- 
lishment during the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1.

HOOVER SUPPORT — Defense 
Secretary Louis Johnson said that 
former President Herbert Hoover 
was “on the right track” when he 
accused the Armed Forces of need- 
less waste and extravagance. He 
thus differed sharply from Sec. 
Royall, who had denounced Mr. 
Hoover’s statements as “totally in- 
corr. ct.” 


Mr. Truman was a Capitol visi- 
tor. He had luncheon with mem- 
bers of the Senate and Democratic 
and Republican leaders of the 
House. He had been invited on 
his fourth anniversary as Presi- 
dent. 


In a short speech on the Senate 
floor, he said he was doing his 
“level best” to make good in the 
White House.

Wellborn Ellis, administrator of 
the Fulton County Department of 
Public Welfare, said the reduction 
would: be “a terrible blow” to 
'many old-age pensioners—and to 
institutions caring for them. 

Forrester ordered the cut in 
maximum payments from $50 to 
$30 as an economy measure. He 
explained the State Welfare De- 
partment faces a shortage of State 
funds for any future expansion 
of welfare rolls. Approximately 
12,000 persons in the State will be 
affected. 

“It is therefore necessary,” he 
wrote all County welfare depart- 
ments, “that immediate steps be 
taken to control total expenditures 
within available funds.” 

Ellis said that Battle Hill Haven, 
which houses 129 old-age pension- 
ers, and Eventide, which cares for 
80, would be “hard hit” by the 
reduction in their income. Most 
patients in the two institutions:re- 
ceived the maximum pension of 
$50, which they turned over to 
Battle Hill and Eventide for board 
and care. 

Ellis said the two homes for the 
agéd probably would request sup- 
plementary funds from the 
County. : ,

Evatt, of Australia, sent the ques- 
tion to the special political com- 
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world organization.

In the day’s surprise develop- 
ment, Scandinavia split with the 
West on the question. 

Danish Foreign Minister Gustav 
Rasmussen, speaking for his own 
country, Sweden, Norway and 
Iceland, said they did not believe 
the procedure in bringing the 
church trials before the UN was 
correct. 

Rasmussen said the Sandinavi- 
ans, believing the question was a 
matter to be dealt with by the 
great powers under the peace 
treaties with Hungary and Bul- 
garia, would abstain on the vote. 
It was the first time the Scandi- 
navian countries—all but Sweden 
signed the North Atlantic Pact last 
week—acted as a bloc in UN pro- 


ings. : 

Russia left most of the attack to 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. An- 
drei Gromyko, newly-appointed 
First Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister, who has been expected to 
deliver the main Russian attack, 
delegated the task to Alexander 
S. Panyushkin, Moscow’s Ambas- 
sador to Washington. 

“The proposal of Bolivia, Aus- 
tralia and the United States (the 
assembly was debating a resolu- 
tion offered by Bolivia and Aus- 
tralia to add the church trials to 
its agenda) is incompatible with 
the principles of the charter,” Pan- 
yuskin said.

But Thrasher pointed out that 
“this fiscal year” has only a little 
more than two months left, and 
said the State’s revenue for the 
first nine months of the current 
fiscal year was only $69,323,000. 

If the $108,000,000 figure is to 
be reduced, Thrasher added, the 
State’s revenue for the last quar- 
ter of the fiscal year ending June 
30 must total $39,000,000. 

Meanwhile, Dr. M. D. Collins, 
State School Superintendent, took 
issue with another one of the At- 
torney General’s predictions—a 
forecast that there would not be 
an exodus of 5,000 school teachers 
from Georgia this year as a re- 
sult of the April 5 tax referendum 
defeat. 

Dr. Collins said that more than 
5,000 Georgia school teachers left 
the State last year. 

In reply to Gov. 
Cook said: 

“My assertion that an over- 
hauling and equitable revision of 
our present tax structure imple- 
mented by genuine economy in all 
departments of the State Gov- 
ernment would result in an in- 
crease of approximately $20,000,- 
000 ‘in revenue to the State is 
no panacea by any means. 

“When I refer to tax revision, 
I do not mean to imply revision 
upward in any field or source 
from which we now draw reve- 
nue, nor do I mean to imply the 
imposition of new taxes. 

“It must be remembered that 
my idea will require time, study 
and hard work. It cannot be ac- 
complished overnight. 

The Attorney General added 
that “in the field of economy in 
government, it’s time for us to de- 
cide that a Governor is not wholly 
responsible for inefficiency and 
waste if such exists. It would be 
well for us to turn our attention 
to all departments of State gov- 
ernment to locate -uch waste and 
inefficiency.”

National Tournament 


Naturally, any college likes to 
be called a nationa] champion. So, 
for the past two years a National 
Collegiate Championship Baseball 
Tournament has been held. Cali- 
fornia won the crown in 1947 and 
Southern California took down 

_the laurels last year. 

On the Coast, in the Ivy 
League and a few other scattered 
spots, the NCAA plan proved to 
be a shot in the arm. But in 
some sections, the South and 
Southwest for example, the pa- 
tient doesn’t seem to have much 
of a desire to recover.

The Peanut Council Makes Progress 


Peanuts are big business in Georgia 
and the South. 

We hail with pleasure the re-election 
of William F. Seals, of Atlanta, as Presi- 
dent-Director of the National Peanut In- 
dustry Council, the offices of which are 
in our city. 

Especially pleasing is the decision to 
extend research into greater use of pea- 
nuts. We note that salted nuts, candy 
and peanut butter take up almost all the 
peanut production. “Other products” use 
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tention on the entire field of child wel- 
fare and on the protection of children 
from danger.

Our British cousins are in a state of trepida- 
3 tion over the news Congress may require 15

ERP plan to take the form of cornmeal and grits. 

Consternation is, as they say, rife. The Britishers, who are 
my favorite aliens, protest the idea of eating ground maize and, 
in the cabled reports, raise figurative hands in verbal horror at 
the idea. This is strange, because aside from roast beef, the aver- 
age Britisher is born, lives out an average span of years, and dies 
without ever having tasted what would be classified by other 
peoples as a well-cooked, “good” meal. He is a noble fellow, 
possesses the courage and stamina of the lions on his heraldic 
shields, and I admire him, but that a Britisher should protest any 
new food is illustrative of his provincialism insofar as food is 
concerned, and pins down the fact of his vast ignorance about food 
and cooking in general. 


Paradox That a nation which produced the jugged hare, a 
somewhat sour dish which sends out its ghastly 
aromas like invisible banners flung across the air, should gag at 
the thought of hominy grits is indeed a paradox. That succulent 
corn bread, sweet as nuts or brown October ale, should be refused 
by a race which writes poems about leathery, dry Yorkshire pud- 
ding and which honors Brussels sprouts, is frustrating. That a 
people which produces “sweets” in the form of an unvarying pud- 
ding, tasting like woodpulp, thinly disguised with a yellow or 
white sauce made of chalk from the cliffs of Dover, should be dis- 
mayed by hominy grits, is but further evidence of the facts about 
English cooking to be found in all the histories, ancient and modern. 
0 ats It is true that Dr. Samuel Johnson once said that oats were 
fed to horses in England and sustained the people in Scot- 
land. But it also is true that Lord Elibank replied: “Aye, and 
where will you find such horses and such men?” 

I will admit that maize, which in Britain is pig food only, got 
off to a bad start. In 1945 and 1946 some corn meal found its 
way not only to Britain, but also to Germany. I recall reading, in 
Germany in 1946, complaints that it was fit only for feeding swine 
or chickens. I investigated and found it to be true. The peopie 
had no salt, no shortening of any kind, and all they could do was 
mix the meal with water and attempt to cook it. 

Need My heart goes out to the British housewives, whose cour- 

age and loyalty I admire and to whom I have for 10 
long years doffed a respectful hat. I believe that Congress would 
do well to send recipes along and also to include with each package 
of meal and grits the necessary eggs and margarine and cooking 
fat. It is perfectly true that grits at their best require milk and 
eggs if baked, and are excellent if covered with chicken or ham 
gravy. But good margarine or butter, melted on hot grits, will do. 
And certainly corn bread requires adequate shortening. And it is 
at its best if well-buttered while hot. We.Americans are likely 
to forget that shortages still exist in Britain and that the British 
still are doing without in order to balance their budget. 

But still, in principle, we can object to grits and corn meal, 
basic ingredients of noble dishes, being scorned by a people who 
like bloaters for breakfast and who are addicted to jugged hare 
and tasteless, anemic cabbage for dinner. 

Nevertheless, let no one speak ill of the English. 
bears were eaters of oats, admire them vastly.

Corn It was corn which “shaped the American faces.” It was 

corn which changed the cheekbones of men and women 

from Liverpool and Troon, from London and Plymouth, from Glas- 

gow and Belfast, into the cheekbones which form the American 

faces, the faces which are recognized everywhere as American.

Origin It is odd, therefore, that the origin of corn should be one 
of our unsolved mysteries. The origin of our best- 
known food is unknown. 

Corn will not grow wild and no wild types of corn have ever 
been found. A few days ago Harvard scientists, exploring old 
caves in New Mexico, found primitive ears of corn estimated to be 
4,000 years old. Scientists hope to learn from those ears some- 
thing of the evolution of corn. Maybe, even, the parents of corn 
can be determined. Centuries ago a tall grass became crossed with 
a plant producing edible seed. Presumably that ancestor has 
disappeared. 

orn was flourishing when Columbus reached the shores of the 
New World. He introduced it to Europeans. It is mentioned in the 
ancient writings of the Incas and Aztecs. Its ears are found in 
prehistoric carvings in Mexico and Peru. Obviously, then, the evo- 
lution of corn took place thousands of years ago. Today we are 
just beginning to scratch the surface with our own hybrids. Corn 
may come back in glory to its original home—the warm, hot cli- 
mates. Today the Middle West grows the most—and the best— 
corn. But it was “born” in the countries south of us. 

Let the British know, therefore, that it is an ancient and hon- 
orable food which has sustained all those who wrested a new 
world from the wilderness and which will enable them to outlast 
the makers of tax budgets and survive the rigors of austerity. 

Also, while I would not like to release the snake in the garden, 
corn meal, sugar and water will make a mash. I have heard there 
is a shortage of whiskey in England.

Hospital Dollars Are Going Fast 


The rush is on for some of that $3,000,000 the Legislature recently put up to match Federal and 
local funds for constructing rural hospitals. Many counties are eagerly waving dollars to match the 
State and Federa] money so they can start building hospitals. Even -without State aid, counties put 
up two-thirds of the money and used all available Federal funds last year. Now, with the counties’ 
portion in half, more and more counties are wanting to participate. 


“We have two dollars’ worth of applications 
for every dollar we have in State and Federal 
funds through 1950,” said Dr. T. F. Sellers, di- 
rector of the State Health Department. 


First part of the $3,000,000 in State funds 
is going to those applications which already 
were approved but on which construction has 
not been started. While there had been some 
talk of the State matching the Federal and 
local funds retroactively. the Legislature did 
not do this in the newly passed Appropria- 
tions Bill. Some doubted that the State 
could legally repay counties for projects on 
which construction already was begun. 


John Ransom’s hospital-planning division has 
been in operation for nearly two years, survey- 
ing the needs for hospitals and granting priorities 
on applications. - Applications are stacking up 
well ahead of the money, and the counties are 
being assigned priorities according to their hos- 
pital needs. 

The hospital building program is progressing 
at the rate of $9,090.900 a year in Federal, State 
and local funds. The first of the rural area hos- 
pitals will be dedicated in the not-too-distant fu- 
ture at Greensboro. Then hospitals will be 
springing up in various sections of the State, 
attracting doctors and providing better care for 
rural Georgians. 

The spurring on of this movement to place 
hospitals in rural sections is an accomplishment 
to which Gov. Talmadge can point with pride.

First Woman Ambulance Surgeon 


Allen Sangree, baseball writer on the New York Evening Jour- 
nal, told me this story a long time ago. 

There was a big, rough guy, a reporter on the paper, Jim Luf- 
borough or some name like that, and patience was not one of his 
virtues. He was assigned to cover the story of the first woman 
ambulance surgeon at Bellevue Hospital in New York. She was 
scheduled to go on duty at 7 in the morning, and our hero showed 
up with no breakfast and a hang-over which most reporters wore 
in the morning, along with a cane, in those days.

Supporting their price is costing us about 
$1,000,000 a day. And stillgpotatoes are almost 
too costly to eat. Three fimes, Brannan said, 
he’d begged Congress to let him change the rules 
on spuds, so that farmers who grew too many 
would get no cash from him. Congress sat on 
its handkerchief, while the farmers kept selling 
the Government potatoes by the millions of 
bushels. . 


Soon, said the Secretary, under the pres- 
ent law he’s going to have to start buying 
pork chops. This is going to cost the tax- 
payers a pretty penny, too, but it won't 
lower the retail price of pork roasts. This 
doesn’t make sense to him. 


He said he believed if the farmers were to 
get a subsidy—and he hated that word—then 
the people who pay it ought to get some benefit 
in the form of lower prices. So far, so good. 

“But what’s it going to cost?” insisted Rep. 
August H. Andresen, of Minnesota. 

Brannan said he wouldn’t even try to guess. 


“Well,” said Andresen, “in my opinion this is 
going to cost the taxpayer between $5,000,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000,000 a year.

“Lookata horses,” they yelled, though the 
team was in plain sight and obvious to all. 
“Lookata horses an’ the buggy. Let’s ride in 
the buggy.” ;

Sen. George for Most of Truman Program 


WASHINGTON—As discouraging as the prospect has been thus far, Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress are beginning to feel somewhat better about their situation as regards President Truman’s leg- 
islative program. They realize now that they are headed for a long, hard battle, and that realiza- 
tion itself is the beginning of wisdom. Consequently, there has been a reassessment of their position, 
a realignment of forces, and a consolidation for a slow but steady advance. 


The hard-headed practical politicians who con- 
stitute the Democratic leadership were conscious 
of the difficulties ahead very soon after Con- 
gress met and they had taken stock, even though 
they underestimated them. But many voters and 
some new Democratic members of Congress swept 
in by the election had a feeling of high opti- 
mism, which should have been justified by the 
election, that many things would be done quickly. 


While that illusion has been dispelled, 
they have reached the second and more 
healthy stage, which is a determination to 
buckle down te the fight ahead. For the 
large segment of the public interested in the 
Truman program that means intensified or- 
ganized effort in behalf of the things they 
believed. they were voting for last Novem- 
ber. 


One of the most encouraging developments 
for the Democratic leadership is the assurance 
being given privately that more Southern Demo- 
erats than had been expected, including some 
generally regarded as conservative, will go along 
on most of the social welfare program. It was 
such assurance, given voluntarily, that turned 
a Democratic Party conference in the Senate 
early this week into what was described as the 
most harmonious thus far. 


Sen. George, of Georgia, stated that most 
ef the Truman program must go through. 
He is a leading conservative and influential, 
not only in his party but in the Senate at 
large. Afterward, Sen. Stennis, of Missis- 
sippi, got up to say that he did not know 
of any plan among Southerners for a coali- 
tion with Republicans, whereupon Sen. Hol- 
land, of Florida, rose to support him in this 
statement. 


The reference was to a hard-and-fast agree- 
ment with Republicans such as had been report- 
ed likely after the bitter three-week fight over 
the Administration’s attempt to curb the fili- 
buster practice, which had irritated many South- 
erners. Some Southern Democrats, of course, will 
eontinue to vote on some issues with Republicans, 
which they reserve as their right, as some Re- 
publicans side with the Administration on some 
issues. But the hard feelings stirred up by the 
antifilibuster fight seem to have been assuaged. 


It may be recalled that Southerners contrib- 
uted the necessary votes to enact a rent control 
extension law that President Truman accepted as 
satisfactory. 


The strategy henceforth will be _ two- 
fold. First, to push ahead on all fronts, in 
committee and on the floor, with the Tru- 
man program. Second, to keep the spotlight 
turned constantly on the Republicans, how 
they vote, what dilatory tactics they em- 
ploy, in order to counter what Sen. Lucas, 
of llinois, Democratic majority leader, calls 
“an attempt by the Republicans to make the 
Eighty-first Congress look worse than the 
Eightieth.” 


Democratic leaders are aware that they must 
have a substantial list of accomplishments by the 


congressional elections next year, and they are 
charging that the Republican aim is to hold this 
down to as little as possible. Democratic lead- 
ers likewise are aware that they must get a good 
deal done in this first session. They can take 
no chances. They do not want to get caught in 
the dilemma in which Republicans found them- 
selves in the Eightieth Congress when that party 
failed to get through its social welfare pro- 
gram, which had been scheduled for the second 
session of that Congress. That failure gave Pres- 
ident Truman his text, 

Accordingly, the plan is to keep Congress at 
work until July 31, when it must adjourn under 
the Congressional Reorganization Act, and bring 
it back here in special session about the first 
of October to continue its work. If progress has 
been slow by the regular July 31 adjournment 
date, then President Truman may take a tour 
here and there and tell the story, as he did once 
before so effectively. 

He is the party’s “secret weapon,” though 
hardly a closely kept secret any more.

In Uproar 


Dissension May Bring 
Move of Activities 
To Downtown Atlanta 


Dissension among the 12- 
member Board of Directors 
of the Capitol View Youth 
Center, Inc, may result in 
liquidation of the organiza- 
tion’s holdings on Dill Ave- 
nue and the transfer of activ- 
ities to downtown Atlanta. 

A majority of the directors are 
ready to sell the substantial Dill 
Avenue properties, and to relocate 
the youth center in the Formwalt- 
Rawson Street area where “it will 
serve boys and girls who really 
need wholesome recreation,” for- 
mer Ald. Charles M. Ford, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors, 
said yesterday. ¥ 

At the same time, Ernest Brew- 
er, Mayor Hartsfield’s Executive 
Secretary: Joe L. Richardson, City 
Clerk, and P. C. Lynch, three of 
the 12 members of the Board, 
have notified W. S. Turnipseed, 
President of the Fourth Ward 
Civic League, which founded the 
Capitol View Youth Center five 
years ago, that they propose to 
resign their posts. 

Brewer said he and his col- 
leagues resent the proposal to 
abandon the Capitol View location 
and diversion of activities else 
where. 

Informed of the action of the 
trio of directors, Ford said he will 
call a meeting anytime they wish 
to give them the opportunity to 
resign. 

When the Capitol] View Youth 
Center was incorporated in 1944, 
it was hdiled as the first privately 
operated youth organization ever 
to be incorporated. Its avowed 
purpose was to provide whole 
some recreation for juveniles in 
the Capitol View area of the City. 

A house and lot were purchased 
for $5,500 at 647 Dill Ave., S.-W., 
and Fulton County made exten- 
sive improvements on the hold- 
ings. The action was taken after 
a group of teenagers in the Capi- 
tol View area petitioned the 
Fourth Ward Civic League to es- 
tablish a youth center for them. 

Ford said yesterday, he knew 
nothing of the threat of the three 
members of the Board of Directors 
to quit. He said the board voted, 
nine to three, to sell the Dill Ave- 
nue holdings and use the money 
to finance a center in areas where 
the need is greater. According to 
Ford, only Brewer, Lynch and 
Richardson cast votes against the 
proposal. 

“We now have improved facili- 
ties for juvenile recreation in the 
Capitol View area,” Ford said. 
“The Capitol View Youth Center is 
not nearly as active now as it for- 
merly was. There‘is scant interest 
in it. We think we can do more 
good working in sections having 
limited recreational facilities.” 

On the other hand Brewer ac- 
cused Ford and others of failing to 
co-operate in stimulating interest 
in the Capitol View center. They 
said the Directors have voted 
down suggestions that it be placed 
under the direction of the recrea- 
tional division of the City Parks 
Department and that lack of in- 
terest there is attributable to the 
lack of professional direction 
which experienced directors could 
give. 

Ford said the directors will pro- 
ceed to sell the Dill Avenue hold- 
ings and that plans for the new 
undertaking would be announced 
as soon as they are completed. 

Other directors in addition to 
Ford, Brewe Lynch and Richard- 
son are Joe Spinks, W. D. Meadors,

IDA JEAN KAIN SAYS: 


You Can Streamline Thighs 


The problem measurement for 
the feminine figure this Spring 
appears to be thighs—if exer- 
cise requests are any indication. 


A common query is, will the 
popular bicycle exercise make 
for shapely thighs as well as 
slim hips? No... it doesn’t hit 
the spot. While hips and thighs 
seem to be all one problem, the 
streamlining techniques are quite 
different. 

The leg-swinging exercises 
which are a sure cure for hip 
problems reach only the front 
thigh muscles, and this part of 
the thigh is usually in good tone 
since these are the muscles _used 
in everyday movements. The 
4nner and outer thigh muscles 
which need tdning can be direct- 
ly reached only by a side-to-side 
swing or a circling motion. 

To turn the well-known bi- 
cycle exercise into a thigh beau- 
tifier, it should be done this 


way 
Position: Ups-a-daisy onto 


shoulders, legs straight up in 
the air. 

Movement: Instead of pedal- 
ing, bicycle-wise, the movement 
is across and out, across and out 
again, repeating up to 25 counts. 

But while we’re about it, let’s 
deal with Hips, Inc., which takes 
in hips, thighs, and the part 
anatomically dubbed the but- 
tocks—it all adds up to hips. 

The first exercise reaches the 
gluteus medius, the muscle that 
rounds the side of the hips, and 
also brings into action the mus- 
cles on the inner thigh border. 


Position: Lying on right side, 
head pillowed on folded right 
arm, left hand braced on floor 
in front of chest, legs stretched 
down straight. Left leg on top 
of right leg. 

Movement: Move upper leg 
in wide circles from the hip. 
Circle six times, rest, repeat an- 
other six times. Then roll over 
and perform with other leg.

Spare the Humiliation 


“Come in the house,” said the small boy’s father. But 
the small boy didn’t. I couldn’t tell whether he refused— 


or just didn’t. 


“Come in, Billy,” said the 
now-stern-looking parent. Billy 
didn’t. Upon which his father 
picked him up and: spanked 
him. 

His neighbor, also a father, 
was watching with interest. 
Afterwards they discussed it. “I 
believe in spanking,” said 
Billy’s father. “I get results 
pronto. But Kitty doesn’t agree 
with my methods.” 

Now this man is not a severe 
cage mit ic least at present. Yet 

e does belong to the “Do as I 
say and no nonsense” school of 
parenthood—those who pride 
themselves on their immediate 
visible results. What they don’t 
realize is that this is, in its es- 
sence, a short-sighted way of 
managing children. And the 
older they get (if the methods 
develop into severity) the worse 
the system is in its underlying 
consequences. In fact, the re- 
sults don’t necessarily stay “un- 
derlying”—because rebellion 
and deceit often rear their 
heads. ' 

When boys and girls who are 
handled in these unwise ways 
grow older their response is 
more involved psychologically. 
The 12 or 14 or even 16-year-old, 
who is controlled by severity or 
whipping, frequently finds a 
way out in deceit or underhand- 
edness that may lead to serious 
consequences. Out and out re 
bellion is actually a more 
wholesome response. The fact is 


that harsh treatment is humili- 
ating, and lessens a young per- 
son’s sense of confidence and 
personal dignity as he or she 
approaches the trying teens, or 
is in the midst of them. 

Indeed, much more than in 
the early years, boys and girls 
in their teens must feel a barri- 
er between themselves and par- 
ents who treat them so. They be- 
come conscious of what goes 
on. Still, when a son or daugh- 
ter grows tall and mature 
enough to be a real companion, 
these very parents are deeply 
hurt that their children turn 
from them. I have seen too 
many examples of this not to 
want to warn the parents who 
prolong such discipline as physi- 
cal punishments and severity, 
against the sorry harvest they 
will reap.
